PRESENT WATER SITUATION 

Reasons Which Made Advisable the Calling of a Bond Election to 
Provide Means for the Purchase of the Local 
System and Supply by the City 


called upon by tin city irusti ns to puss 
upon a municipal bond issue of $111,- 
000 for the purchase »d tin* Sierra 
Madre Water Company water rights 
and system, and for furl' r extensions 
and water development. The election 
will be held nil Tuesday. November 7. 
In view of that fact the .\ows presents 
here a general statement ol the pres¬ 
ent situation and «-i tlu* events leading 
up to it, fir tlu* ben eh t >f voters to 
whom all may not be ewar. Atten¬ 
tion will be given later to some speci¬ 
fic features of the situation. 

Sierra Madre is served v ith water by 
the Sierra Madre Wuuv Company, 
which was organized about 30 years 
ago on the old style co-o, erative plan, 
not for pro lit. Stock u.is orlginaly 
held in proportion to tne amount of 
land held by the stockholders. Trans¬ 
it rs of lands and stock holdings have 
not always been made on that basis, 
however. As a result, while no one wh 
L not a stockholder can be served 
with water by the company, the stock 
holdings are only approx.mutely pro¬ 
portional to the amount • f land held. 

Sources of Supply 

The water company secures its wat¬ 
er supply from the Little Santa Anita 
< ’anyon, where it Is an c jual partner 
with the Baldwin ©stab In half the 
water in the open stream and in tin- 
water derived from one tunnel. It is 
the sole owner of another tunnel in 
tlie Little Santa Anita and of the 
most of the limited -apply of water 
of the Hailey canyon. These sources 
constitute the supply of gravity water. 
In addition the company owns 3<> 
acres of water bearing land In the 
Santa Anita wash near the east city 
limits, on which there is a pumping 
plant for use when the gravity supply 
runs low. 

While the present supply has been 
ample during the several years of 
abundant rainfall Just past, the city 
faces an inevitable shortage of water 
with the first series of two or three 
dry years. The rapid growth of tin- 
town has increased the consumption 
nf water to the limit of tlu* present fa¬ 
cilities of the company to supply. In 
sh it. Sierra Madre needs a larger 
water supply to take care of pressing 
growth, as well as to provide a safety 
margin for dry years. 

How Secure More Water? 

Money must be spent In consider¬ 
able amount for the development ot 
additional water supplies and for tlu 
extension and upkeep of the company s 
distributing system Where will it 
come fr. in? The company Is now 
carrying a bonded debt to pay for de¬ 
velopments made several y* ars ago. It 
is so bound up that it cannot borrow 
more money before 1915. when it has 
an option for the taking up of the out¬ 
standing bonds, which c mid be re¬ 
funded and additional money borrowed. 
Hut the improvements and develop¬ 
ment work must be done before that 
time, so the only alternative under the 


present arrangeim-nt lie in heavy stock 
assessments to provide the necessary 
funds.

Municipal Ownership Agitation 

Municipal ownership was the first 
! solution of the difficulty presented, and 
.-*ubse<iuent study convinced the minds 
*f a large majority of stockholders am; 
Uizens that it was tlu* most feasible 
plan for Sierra Madre. Water is the 
•i mmodity which it is mod generally 
idmftted should be under municipal 

ntrol. No argument is needed as t< 
he principle of municipal ownership 
is applied to water. Its desirability 
or Sierra Madre has been indorsed re¬ 
putedly by the Hoard of Trade, the 
Lrectors of the water company and a 
urge majority of its stockholder.*, ant 
y the city trustees, and more than 
two.thirds of the voters of the city. 

As a result of agitati n by the Hoard 
>f Trade and instructions from tin 
ompany - stockholdei s a joint 
► f the directors and of the city trus¬ 
tees was held to agree upon a plan of 
procedure. The first step was to ugre* 
upon a price at which the company’s 
h Mings should be transferred to tlu 
city. An arbitrary figure of $96,000 
was sd. the par value of the stock 
being $88,000. This price will provide 
f<»r redeeming the company's outstandi¬ 
ng bond and give the stockholders a 
ri turn about equal to the present mar¬ 
ls -t price of the stock, which i* low be¬ 
cause it Is not income producing. 

Value of Holdings 

Tlie actual value of the company’s 
ePilings has been placed by experts 
it figures ranging from $ir»0,(»oii :

: g Feed Upon because the proposed sab 
wit* regarded much like taking money 
from one pocket and putting it into 
mother, tlu* stockholders and the tax¬ 
payers being practically identical, and 
their h Idings of land and of stock lu ¬ 
ng approximately proportional. The 
proposition to sell to the city at tlu

j Contrary to widespread belief the 
government allows home tenders to 
| take up land in the national forests 
under c.-itain coniiltionn. InsU-a.i of 
desiring to "bottle up" all the land aa 
is often claimed, th.' forestry officials 
netuHlIy encourage homesteaders un- 
i er certain conditions because they 
feel that the improvement of available 
agricultural land and the building of 
homes within the forest limits will 
serve to interest a larger number of 
; eople in mcSsurcs for lire protection. 
Acting f orest Supervisor Bronson of 
the Santa Barbara National Forest in 
i recent interview gave an explanation 
>f the government policy in this re¬ 
tard, in part as follows: 

"It is the feeling among local forest 
itiicers that, as the public has become 
familiar with tlie true intent of the 
law and its practical working. the 
problem involved in opening to settle¬ 
ment lands within national forests 
which will yield their best use under 
eultivati n has became much more 
-imple. The results which are now be¬ 
ing obtained are regarded as reason¬ 
ably satisfactory both to the national 
forest administration and to the pub¬ 
lic. When the law was first passed an 
excessive number of applications were 
made for land on which the value of 
the timber made it nece-sary to rec- 
mmend against listing, hut the char¬ 
acter of the land lately applied for 
shows that applicants now understand 
pretty well the reasons which govern 
decisions on the part of the examiners. 
The forest service is glad to have bona 
tide homesteaders within the forests 
' n land wtiich will in the long run be 
put to its best use through settlement, 
and forest officers are expected t.> help 
applicants for .ueh land to obtain the 
homes which they seek. 

"The mistaken idea that all settle¬ 
ment within the forests was regarded 
is objectionable by the forest service 
ind that difficulties would tie thrown 
in the way of applicants, which for a 
tlni" wa- more or less widespread, is 
believed to have been due to a miscon- 
eption "f the forest homestead law 
uld ..f tin actual conditions. The law 
I self giM-s no authority for listing 
: y land which is found le-s valuable 
for agriculture than for forest pur- 

I • *Sl*S. 

Most Land in Small Patches 

"Many people have supposed that 
'urge bodies ..f agrleultural lands ex¬ 
isted within the forests and were 
known to the forest officers, so that 
ill that the prospective homesteader 
needed to do was to apply for inform¬ 
ation as to where .he could take up 
land. As most of the land suitable for 


farming lies in small patches or in 
t arrow valleys, each individual home¬ 
stead location has to be sought out. 
When considerable bodies of agricul¬ 
tural land are known to exist, they are 
excluded from the forests in a block 
ind opeii<-d to settlement in the ordi¬ 
nary way, under the homestead act. 

"It is not the duty of forest officers 
t i hunt out desirable pieces of land so 
as: to be able to show them to liome- 
seekers; but after a homeseoker ha- 
found land that looks good to him, the 
forest officer is expected to give the 
1’omeseeker all reasonable help by tell¬ 
ing him how to proceed. Forms are 
furnished for making application for 
the land, and when these have been 
filled out properly they are semt to the 
district office at San Francisco. If 
there is no adverse claim the local of- 
fb ers are directed, usually within a 
week, to make an examination. Un¬ 
der ordinary circumstances, field ex- 
mlnation is made and a report sub¬ 
mitted to the district forester within 
three months at the outside after the 
receipt of the instructions to make the 
examination. 

Applicant Given Preference 

"If it is found that the land Is chief¬ 
ly valuable for agriculture and is not 
needed for administrative purposes, the 
secretary of agriculture lists the land 
with the secretary of the interior and 
in due time it is thrown open to entry. 
The applicant is given a 6<i days' pref¬ 
erence right, after the list is filed in 
the local land office, to enter the land. 
If he does not enter it within this pe¬ 
riod the land is open to entry by any 
one. It becomes a case of ‘first come, 
first served.' 

If the homesteader wishes to go on 
the land as soon as possible he can 
obtain a free occupancy permit from 
the forest supervisor, pending the 1 ist- 
irg of the land by the secretary of ag¬ 
riculture. After filing this entry the 
entryman must live on the land for 
live years before he can obtain patent." 

PLAN IRRIGATION AGREEMENT 

Terms which will be made on irri¬ 
gating water in the event of the city 
buying out tin Sierra Madre Water 
company are the subject for a confer- 
nee called for M inday in Los Angeles 
between attorneys for the city and the 
water company, members of the city 
trustees and of the water company di¬ 
rectorate. It will be remembered that 
me of tile conditions on which stock¬ 
holders of the water company voted to 
sell to the city was that an agreement 
-Ii uld be entered into before the eon- 
summation of the sale so that irriga¬ 
tors would know what terms they 
could expect Tt is with this in view 
that the conference was called.
